Form is Found in a Boxcar 


Stranger Who Lodged With Alleson Is Being Sought By Police Today — He May 


Thrown Some Light on the Case — Man's Skull Is Crushed Like Egg Shell 
With Heavy Steel Hammer As He Peacefully Sleeps — One of the Most Brutal 
Murders in the History of Tuscarawas County — Motive of Crime Puzzles the 
Authorities. 


Lying- on his hod in a railroad hoard in;;' ear in a pool-of his own blood, uncon- 


scious and dying from a crutislicd skull inflicted by a heavy track hammer or chis- 
el in tho hands of an unknown pel-son who the police of the state are now look- 
ing- for. Coney Alleson. 46, years old. an Italian, was found by two of his friends at 
the foot of ^IcKinley ave.. in Newr-ome.rstown at 6:30 o'clock 
Friday morning'. 


Alleson died an hour and a half after his unconscious and horrbily beaten body 
was found. 


The police are looking' for a strange man who was seen to enter the boarding 


car with Alleson Thursday evening'. It is thought he may know a great deal of the 
tragedy. 


The hammer which spelled death to Allcs»n is made of steel, weighing about 5 


pounds, having a wooden handle at the end. This hammer was found lying at the 
side of Alleson*s bed. covered with clotted blood in which was matted some of the 
murdered man's hair. 


Alleson is married, it is said, and has four children .all of whom live in Italy. 


- " Alleson was OIK; of the hotter class of Italians. IIo, had lived in Newcomers- 


town several years and was respected by everyone. He was peaceful and never 
gave the residents of the town any trouble whatever. He mingled with them as 
freely as if he were an American. 


The body is now lying at the Lydick undertaking rooms in 2sfewcomerstown.
